Treder, dean of the Episcopal Cathe- 
dral of Garden City, L. I., and grand 
chaplain of the Free and Accepted 
Masons, in the shelter of the tent fac- 
ing the grave, read the Masonic serv- 
ice. Ten past masters of the St. 
Cecile lodge of Masons in New York 
and of Dawson lodge in Washington, 
stood like sentries along the sides of 
the grave. 

The crowd was growing, but it was 
a mannerly crowd, and if some of the 
floral designs, of which there was 
great abundance, were trampled now 
and again by the people who only 
wanted to get closer to the grave, it 
was unintentional. 

Quartet Sings. 


As Dean Treder finished the funeral 
praver, a quartet of men, with their 
heads bared to the drizzle, sang “The 
Long Day Closes,’ their voices echo- 
ing through the stillness of the hills. 
And then Mrs. Gompers and the other 
members of the family took one last 
look at the face of Samuel] Gompers. 
Workmen lowered him into the grave 
and covered the pit with planks, en 
Which the flowers were heaped head- 
high, as the cortege. wound its way 
back to the city. x 

Although Samuel Gompers was a 
Jew, he chose mot to be buried in 
Washington cemetery out on Long Is- 
land, where his parents, his first wife 
and hie favorite child, Sadie, lie 
buried, because the present Mrs. 
Gompers is a Gentile and at her death 
may not be buried there. It was with 
this in mind that he selected the plot 
in Sleepy Hollow. 


THOUSANDS ATTEND 
SERVICES AT LODGE. 

New York, December 13.—Impres- 
sive funeral services were neld today 
for Samuel Gompers§ at the Elks’ 
club after which the body was taken 
by automobile to Tarrytown for in- 
terment in historic .Sleepy Hollow 
cemetery. 

The great assembly hrli of. New 
York lodge No. 1, draped in the 
mourning purple of the order, was 
crowded to capacity with co-workers 
and friends of the late president of 
the American Federation of JQabor. 
In the throng were men high in the 
state and city. 

Fifteen hundred persone unnble to 
gain admittance into the hall as- 
sembled in the town hall across the 
street and heard the — services 
radio. Other thousands stood rever- 
ently in nearby streets, held in line 
by details of police. 

Officers of the lodge, headed by 
Sol Tekulsky, the exalted ruler, 
marched inte the hall and conducted 
the obituary ritual of the fraternity. 
Each officer wore a carnation, the 
badge of mourning. 

The simple Jewish ritual for the 
dead was intoned by Rabbi -Stephen 
S. Wise. This service began by the 
reading in Hebrew of the Twenty- 
Third Psalm, Other verses from the 
Bible were in English. 

In the eulogy that 
Wise said: 

“Among all the characterizations 
of Samuel Gompers I -have come 
upon, none is more fitting than 
‘frontiersman, for Samuel Gompers 
was a pioneer, rugged rather -than 
suave, firm rather than conventional. 
Pioneer was he in the military sense, 
for his was the militant mood and 
throughout his life he was a battler. 
As a pioneer Gompers fought for a 
great cause, not for larger wave or 
added comfort, but for a freer and 
fuller life for the toilers of the na- 
tion—which ecould not be” without 
these instrumentalities of life 
freedom. 

“He had all the ruggedness 
courage, but he had more than 
moderation of the pfoneer. His was 
the moderation of the highest cour- 
age, rather than the immodernteness 
of the lower daring. leonoclast, he 
seemed to those Bourboas who in 
every genfration contest the forward 
march of the workers to the larger 
life. 

Not immoderate he, whose was the 
moderation of statesmanship which 
Is not irreconcilable, with the finest 
courage and the neblest daring. 

“Concentrating upon and conse- 
crated to his purpose, he was unlike 
the pioneer in that he was a man of 
more than one ideal and more than 
one loyalty, Long will men remember 
the ardor with which’ ne espoused 
the cause of international peace, see- 
ing it on high ground and for the 
highest ends. In his quest of inter- 
national understanding he gave gen- 
erous support and ardent loyalty 
th: greatest of the friends of _ 
in our day, Woodrow Wilson

Gustave 
Ntresemann, foreign minister. under 
Marx, previously had refused to ae 
cept an invitation to become chan- 
cellor. 

The parliamentary 
coming more confused as the 
less interregnum goes on.

Marx plans a virtual ultimatum to 
all party leaders Friday, in which 
he will declare the impossibility of 
maintaining the uncertainty of the 
interregnum.

—The Washing- 
fon government, whose officials have 
been puzzled and somewhat disturbed 


by agitation over American-Japanese | 


relations, took occasion today to for- 
mally bespeak an era of “the most 
cordial relations” between the two 
countries, 

Departing from precedent, Secre- 
tary Hughes issued a formal state- 
ment, taking notice of the appoint- 
ment of Tsuneo Matsudaira as the 
new Japanese ambassador here, and of 
welcoming him to this country as a 
step toward a further cementing of 
friendship between Tokio and Wasb- 
ington, 

Particular color was attached to 
the secretary's action in view of the 
known conviction of the administra- 
tion that agitation of questions in 
which the two countries have a com- 
mon interest has fostered a popular 
feeling that their relations are not on 
the best footing. Officials here take 
the view that such a fear is abso- 
lutely groundless, and that in fact no 
troublesome issues now are 
with the government at Tokio.
